vote of Mr. T. C. Bradley and A. R. Layton being a majority of the Board 
the Resolution was carried and is" as follows: 


RESOLUTION 


Therefore, JResolved, that we, the Commissioners of Bedford County, 


Pennsylvania," in regular session assembled on ttus day, the 27th day of 
January, 192O, desiring on behalf of said county to take advantage of the 
provisions of said act of assembly and! supplement, thereto, do hereby 
make application to the State Highway Department for the reconstruction 
or improvement of ( 
don County line being a part or section of State Highway Route No. 46 
in the townships of Hopewell, Broad Top, and Liberty, in the County of 
Bedfod, and we do hereby agree" for said County that it will pay to the 
Commonwealth, the stun of two hundred thousand dollars and the amount 
of the State Aid now available of the total expense of *>aid improvement.

Rheumatism following an illness 


that kept him in bed for 15 weeks,

Herod, the 


grandson of_ the wicked Herod who. 
slew the innocent children at Bethle- 
hem.

-the favor of'the Jews. Herod was n^t- 
a Jew, and therefore knew that his . 
su ccess was . .dependent upon, haviiig^ 
the good will of .the Jews.
